down with such accuracy that the order of
Red Men, or later-day Indians, recognize

him as a real chief of noble and patriotic
charaater,

The first feature of the celebration was
the parade which started from the corner
of East and Washington streets at 1:30
o'cdlock yesterday afternoon., There were
about 1L Red Men in line, representing
twelve tribes of Indianapolis and the tribes

| from Martinsville, Greenfield and Augusta.
| Noblesville was also represented., but not

by the tribe. The column was divided into
three divisions, each headed by a band, al)
in command of Fred Gill. His alds were M.
B. Frey and Ed Holloway. The parade
moved west with Its red banners and flying
streamers, with lively musie, marching to
Meridian street, thence north around the
monument, back to Washington street, west
to Senate avenue, countermarching to Illi-
nois street and then south to Georgia
sireet, where the parade disbanded. Cars
were then taken for Garfleld Park where
the remainder of the exercises were con-
ducted.
